In cities the condition w'hich I 
com pare to cancer is known a s 
neighborhood blight, or slums, if 
you please. Now' slum s are just as 
serious a m alady to cities as can­ 
cer is to the hum an body. If left 
unattended and untreated t h e y 
spread to adjacent neighborhoods, 
and develop in w idespread areas 
just as cancer does in the body. 
Eventually such conditions p r o ­ 
duce much disease in the city — 
suqh things as crim e, im m orality, 
juvenile delinquency, higher dis­ 
ease rates, higher insurance costs, 
higher cost of police and fire pro­ 
tection, and much hum an m isery. 
All these things are a very high 
price to pay for civic indifference. 
Now just as there is in medicine 
good treatm ent for cancer, so is 
there good treatm ent 
for slum s 
and neighborhood blight. It is re­

Renewal. 
'Through Urban Renewal there is a 
method 
to 
thoroughly 
eradicate 
from the City of Sikeston this m a­ 
lignant condition known as neigh­ 
borhood blight 
Urban Renewal is a plan w here­ 
by the Federal Governm ent will 
spend two dollars for every dollar 
that Sikeston spends in removing 
and renovating slum s. Now it is 
not required that Sikeston spend 
all its share in cash It may take 
credit for im provem ents and ser­ 
vices which are norm ally supplied 
by any city.
